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DEATH OP ROBERT STEEL. 


Doylestown was thrown into a high 


pilch of ecxitement last Friday morning 
when it was announced that Robert Steel, 
a prominent wine merchant of Philadel- 
phia and owner of the Orandvien Farm 
here, formerly known as the Duylestown 
Fair Qrounds, bad fallen down a cellaiway 
in front of William H. Vaux'a store, west 
State fctreet and killed. Death was caus- 
ed bs the fracture of the odontoid 
bone, 


the second vertebrae of the DPck. 
No one 


saw the accident and just how it occurred 
will never be known. The budy was dis- 
covered nbout 4.45 o'clock Friday room- 
ing. 
Mr. Steel was last seen at the 


Doylestown station about 1.15 Friday 
morning having come here on the mid- 
night train from Philadelphia. 


A number of Doylestown residents no- 


ticed Mr. Steel on tho midnight train and 
several, who were well acquainted, con- 
versed with him for some time. 
ACter 


alighting from the car hejnquired for the 
coach, which usually <rneets that train, 
and learning that it was not there started 
to walk up town. 
From that time until 


the finding of his body in the cellar way 
nothing is known of his movements. 


WATCH STOPPED. 


The only circumstance that throws any 


Might whatever on the time the accident 
/occurred was Mr. Steel's watch, an exam- 
ination of which showed the bands had 
Stopped at exactly 2.30 o'clock.

DISCOVER? Of THE SOU?. 


WilUam W.S teerer was the first "to dis- 


cover the body of tbe dead man in the 
cellarway. Ellis Farra, an employee of 
the Hotel Pollock, came upon tbe scene 
a few minute* later and Mr. Vaux and 
James Pollock were notified. 


From all appearances Mr. Steel had 


fallen down the open cellarway back- 
wards. 
When found he was lying on his 


back with one shoulder wedged in be- 
tween tha cellar door and the lower step. 


His head was bent completely over on 


hie chest. He could not have been dead 
more than a couple of hours at the farth- 
est. 
When found his bands were begin- 


ning to get cold but the wrists were still 
quite warm. 


A telephone message was sent immedi- 


ately to D. John A. Fell, and District 
Attorney Joseph W. Shelly was notified, 
who in turn sent for Deputy Coroner 
Lewis Olemens, Dr. Fell airived shortly 
afterwards and after an examination ^pro- 
nounced life extinct. Tbe remains were 
taken in charge by Undertaker Howard 
Atkinson and were viewed by the jury 
empanel led by Deputy Coroner Clemens 
on Friday morning preparatory to bold ing 
the inquest, which took place In the even- 
ing.

It la doubtful whether any given 


food in common use contains constitu- 
ents which hare a selective action, so 
to speak, on tiie property of minister 
lug to one pan of the body more than 
another. As a rule, when a food 1* as- 
sumed to have specific reparatlre prop- 
erties—as, for example, a so called 
brain or nerve food—the fact really Is 
that such food Is easily and quickly 
assimilated to the body's general ad- 
vantage; in a word, in such a case re- 
pair quickly overtakes waste.and a 
real iiui'nOBoful nutrition aud restora- 
tion are accomplished. The adminis- 
tration- of such, elements as pbpgphorus 
or Iron In medicine Is, of course, a dif- 
ferent matter, but these elements are 
evenly distributed In the materials of a 
daily diet. 


It is jpften stated that fish Is a food 


which ministers particularly to tho 
Heeds of the brain, because U contains 
phosphorus. As a matter of fuct, fish 
does not contain more phosphorus tlmu 
do the ordinary meat foods, nud it cer- 
tainly does not contain it In a free 
state. The notion that Bsh contains 
phosphorus had no doubt Its origin in 
the glowing phosphorescence of lish in 
tbe dark. This phosphorescence is due 
not to phosphorus at all, but to micro 
organisms. Tbe belief, therefore, that 
fluli is a brain food Is just about as 
reasonable as the idea that because a 
soup is thick and gelatinous "it will 
stick to tbe ribs" or as sensible as the 
celebrated advice to Verdant Green 
to lay in a stock of Reading biscuits to 
assist Ills reading. 
• Fish, of course, is excellent food, 
partly because of tbe nourishing na- 
ture of its constituents aud partly be 
cause of Its digestibility. But it is In 
no sense a specific for brain or nerve. 
—London Lancet.

on the other bond. The more acute 
the Illness tbe sharper will be the 
ridge. Extreme anxiety and mental 
depression have the same effect on 
the nails as rJbysdcal disease.

MAKING MATCHES. 


RMd Later ••• glow faetkodi Whea 


the Indwrtrr W«n New. 


The first really efficient lucifer match 


must be put to tbe credit of Mr. John 
Walker of Stockton-on-Tees, who In 
the year 1827 placed thorn on tbe mar 
Vet under the name of "Congreves," in 
compliment to Sir'William Congreve 
the inventor of tbe war rocket. These 
matches were sold for a shilling a box 
which contained, besides a few dozei 
of the matches, a little piece of folded 
Sandrjuper, through which each eplln 
of wood had to be drawn before i 
could be made to inflame. An orlgina 
tin box, stamped with tbe royal arms 
and bearing the word "Congreve," is 
preserved as u curiosity in one of tbe 
London museums. 


As in tbe case of all other industries 


this one was initiated by band labor 
alone. The splints of wood were uo 
doubt originally dipped in tbe igniting 
composition one by one. but subse- 
quently they were tied up In bundles 
and dipped en bloc, tbe workman gtv 
Ing each bundle a twist with bis bandi 
so that the end of each splint would 
be free to move to a certain exten 
and absorb a little more of the com 
pound than it would if kept quite still 
The next advance was to fix the splints 
in a frame so that each was separatee 
from its neighbor, aod this frame, con 
taining about 1,500 matches, would be 
brought down on a marble slab upon 
which the composition was spread 
The tipped mutches, still in thel 
frame, would then be dried in air for 
a few hours and afterward placed in 
a heated chamber to complete thel' 
desiccation. Manual labor is now al 
most wholly dispensed with In the 
manufacture of matches. The employ 
ment of yellow phosphorus for the 
charging of matches made the indus- 
try a very unhealthy one, and tbe 
workpeople, if not in the best o: 
health, ran the risk of contracting i 
terrible disease known ^as necrosis o 
the jawbone, the vulgar name fo: 
which was "phossy jaw."

EXCHEQUER TALLIES, 


Wooden. Money Tlmt WM «t One 


Time Current In Basrlund. 


Wooden money in the shape of ex- 


chequer tallies wu# current prior to 
the establishment of the Bank of Eng- 
land In 101J4. Tallies was the name 
given to the notched sticks formerly in 
use In England for keeping the ac- 
counts of the exchequer. They were 
square rods of hazel or willow, In- 
scribed on one side with notches indi- 
cating the sum for which the tally was 
an acknowledgment and on two other 
sides with the snm In Roman charac- 
ters. 


When the transaction was completed 


the tally recording It was split length- 
wise, 10 that each section contained a 
half of each notch and one of the writ- 
ten sides. -One half, called the tally, 
or check, was given to the person for 
whose service It was intended, and the 
other half, called the counter tally, 
was retained in the exchequer until its 
corresponding tally should be brought 
In by the person who had last given 
value for it 


It thus became a current token rep- 


resenting cash. 
After the establish- 


ment of the Bank of England govern- 
ment payments were- made through it* 
agency. The use of tallies In the ex-. 
chequer was abolished by statute 28, 
George III. The old tallies were by 
acts 4 and 5, William IV., ordered to 
be destroyed, and it wos burning them 
that caused the conflagration by which 
the old houses of parjlament were de- 
molished.—London Tit-Bits.

1 am acquainted with occurs in a very 
rare work by the French surgeon Am- 
brose Pare, entitled "La Methode Cura- 
tive des Playes et Fractures de la Teste 
Humaine."

a description and figures of artificial 
eyes ta be worn in, cases where the 
eyeball has given why and all the hu- 
mors have escaped.
